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To  come  directly  to  the  point,  the  printer  didn  t  goof. 

Nor  did  your  mailperson  compensate  for  his/her  lapsed  subscription. 

And  the  locusts  aren't  due  just  yet. 

It's  just  that  the  insides  of  November's  FOLIO  have  been  eaten  away. 

Not  suddenly.  But  steadily.  Not  just  this  calendar  year.  But  beginning  as  far  back  as 

the  Watergate  Hearings. 

Since  April  (that's  when  we  gave  the  staff  the  only  cost-of-living  increase  in  five  years!),  inflation 

alone  has  increased  KPFK's  operating  expenses  by  better  than  twenty  percent. 

Not  to  mention  the  bills  due  to  AT&T  for  the  private  line  to  Washington  during  the  Impeachment 
Hearings.  One  outstanding  bill  (for  KPFK  and  KPFA)  is  $3,400.  KPFK,  as  well  as  the  country,  is 
still  paying  for  Nixon! 

The  costs  of  maintaining  KPFK  as  a  First  Amendment  station  have  skyrocketed.  KPFK  is  currently 
fighting  two  separate  Federal  subpoenas  and  a  no-notice  search  warrant. 

It  will  cost  the  station  more  than  $15,000  before  this  legal  nightmare  is  over.  That's  just  our 
out-of-pocket  costs.  It  does  not  include  the  physical  drain  on  our  program  and  administrative  staff. 
Nor  does  it  include  the  thousands  of  dollars  for  court  costs  born  by  the  Southern  California  Chapter 
of  the  ACLU  and  the  Reporters  Committee  for  Freedom  of  the  Press.  Nor  the  donations  of  pro  bono 
work  by  three  law  firms. 

But  we  digress. 

The  overwhelming  cause  of  scuttling  the  month  of  November  for  the  dreaded  Marathon  is  the  lack  of 
prompt  renewal  by  our  present  supporters  and  the  mistaken  belief  by  many  that  one  contribution 
every  18  or  24  months  constitutes  full  support.  Ponder  these  statistics:  Nearly  24,000  persons 
contributed  to  KPFK  between  January  1973,  and  September  1974.  So  far,  so  great!  But  as  of 
October  1974,  ffiwer  than  13,000  were  on  KPFK's  subscriber  rolls  as  current  members  who  are 
sent  the  FOLIO.  More  than  11,000  have  dropped  out.  (Figured  at  the  average  of  $22  per  member, 
the  lost  revenue  is  just  under  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars!) 

Don't  worry,  that's  not  our  goal.  The  goal  is  a  mere  $125,000.  Not  all  of  the  money  is  tor  past  debt. 
Truth  is  that  the  bulk  of  the  pledges  will  be  used  to  anticipate  deficits  through  the  first  part  of  next  year.
